At the Dundalk District alg to 
Michael Garland, driver of a traction engine 
was charged with having maliciously set Gre 
to the house of John Kieran, at Whitemills 
near Dundalk, at midnight on the 29th 
December, while Kieran, his wife and 
daughter were sleeping. 

John Kieran, an old man, stated that on 
the night in question he, with his wife and 
daughter, had gone to bed at 10 o’clock. H 
was awakened by a man who jumped across 
the wall and shouted that the house was on 
fire.  “[ jumped out of bed and ve a 
bucket to the man. The chapel bell was 
ringing midnight at the time, and when | 
got out the roof was on fire. A good part 
of the roof was burning, and it seemed to 
have spread from the gable end, which is 
alongside the road.’’ 

ALWAYS GOOD FRIENDS. 

With two other men he succeeded in put- 
ting out tho fire before much damage was 
done. Next morning he found six part] 
burned matches on the ground along the wall, 
and at the point where the fire was started. 
Earlier in the night be had seen Garland on 
the road, 

In cross-examination by Mr. Coffey, 
solicitor for the defendant, the witness stated 
that he and Garland had always been the 
best of friends, í 

Mrs. Anne McDonald deposed that on the 
night in question Garland came to her house, 
which was close to Kieran’s, and knocked at 
the door. Whea asked what he wanted he 
shouted: '' Open the door, or in five minutes 
it will be put in.” The door was barred, 
and was tot opered, and she could hear the 
defendant mumbling outside. The defendant 
appeared to be drunk. 

Superintendent Mooney produced a state- 
ment made by Garland, in which he said 
that he had some drink taken in Dundalk 
that day, and went home by Whitenjiills. He 
remembered lighting his pipe at the gable 
end of Jack Kieran’s cottage, where he 
struck a couple of matches, but he had no 
recollection of a fire having started or the 
thatch going alight. He had nothing in the 
world against Kieran.

A twelve-hour sitting of the Clare County 
Council closed at midnight last night, the 
prolonged debate being concerned with the 
County Surveyor’s road estimate of £156,000 
for the coming financial year.

The total of the estimate as now revised 
wili not be available until the. proposed new 
cost of each item has been calculated, but it 
would seem that approximately the Roads 
Committee of the Council ‘have approved of 
an expenditare of £70,000. : 

The Surveyor had asked for £51,000 for 
new works, but of this sum the Roads Com- 
mittee approved of only £3,600. 

During the financial year now approaching 
a close the actual expenditure of the Council 
on roads has been £59,000.

Man Beaten 


to Death on 


_ Christmas Day. 


Evidence in Murder Charge in 


County Clare. 


Terrible Sequel to an Invitation to a 
Smoke and a Chat.

ENNALIS, Friday. 

Details of the Christmas Day crime com- 
mitted at Lisheenfuroor, im the Carrigaholt 
district of County Clare, were revealed to-day 
at Ennis District Court, when Patrick O'Shea 
was charged with the wilful murder of Michael 
McMahon. The accused man .is about sixty 
years oí age. 

DEPOSITIONS READ. 

Depositions taken at Kilkee and Ennis by 
District Justice ‘Gleeson were réad. From 
that of Martin ‘McMahon it seemed the 
deceased, who was his brother and was aged 
fiity-four years, had lived with him at Lisheen- 
furoor. The deceased was not at home when 
Martin returned from Mass on Christmas Day 
about 1 p.m. On that day the accused called 
at his house and said to him, “ Come down till 
you see a wonder you never saw before.” 

Martin McMahon followed the accused to 
the house, in which the accused lived aione, 
and there saw the deceased stretched on the 
fleor, with his head and face covered with 
blood. He ran away and raised the alarm. 
He had known the accused for some years 
past, and had never seen anything wrong with 
him. The accused and the deceased had always 
appeared to be on friendly terms. 

INVITED FOR A SMOKE. 

Mrs. Kate McMahon, wife of Martin 
McMahon. said that at 11 a.m. on Christmas 
Day the accused came to her house and asked 
Michael to come down to his house for a chat 
and a smoke. Michael went out with him, and 
that. was. the last she saw of him alive. 

Margaret McMahon, a daughter of Martin 
McMahon, said that she was at home when the 
aecused called and asked her father “ to come 
down to see a wonder he never saw before.” 
She asked the accused, ““ Where is my uncle ?” 
(the deceased), and the accused replied, “ It's 
all the same to you.” Witness said that she 
wanted te see him so that he would come to 
his dinner, to which the accused said that her 


father should see him first. 


Patrick O'Shea, a nephew of the accused, 
said that the latter was reported to have 
been an inmate of Monaghan Mental Heos- 
pital for many years. 

TERRIBLE INJURIES. 

Inspector Hall stated that at about 5 p.m. 

on Christmas Day he was called to the house 


of Patrick O'Shea, the accused. There he 
saw the body of Michael McMahon stretched 
fully dressed on the kitchen. floor. The 
head and face of the deceased were a mass 
of wounds and blocd. The accused was 
arrested, and when charged on the 26th 
December with murder the accused took no 
notice, but asked for a stud for his shirt. A 
few seconds later he said that he was going 
for a swim. 

When offered an opportunity to cross-ex- 
amine the inspector, the accused sail: “I 
met Martin McMahon on the road a few 
days ago and pulled a £1,000 note out of my 
pocket and offered it to him to smooth 
matters.” 

TWENTY WOUNDS. 

Dr. William Shannon, Dispensary Medical 
Officer of Carrigaholt, who held a joat- 
mortem on Michael McMahon, said that there 
were seventeen to twenty distinct wounds on 
the head and face, each from an inch to an 
inch and a half long. The lips were split, 
both jaws and the skull were fractured, and 
the brain lacerated. The wounds seemed to 
have been caused by a blunt instrument. 

Superintendent P. J. Finegan, Kilrush, 
gave evidence that on 6th January he was 
called to the Civic Guards berracks at Kilkee, 
where he found accused making random 
statements about the murder. Witness cau- 
tionett him, and pointed out the seriousness 
of the case. Accused persisted, and as he 
spoke witness wrote down the following 
words uttered by him :— 

“HIT WITH TONGS.” 

“I'll tell you how it happened. I wanted 
to tell it to the judge. Me and Michaeleen 
were sitting smoking. I put my hand on hi« 
shoulder and hit him on the head with the 
tongs and knocked him off the chair. He 


said nothing. He was not able. I was sorry | 


enough; the tongs broke where it was 
spliced, and I quit with shame. When I saw 
what [ had done I walked out and told 
Martin his brother was dead.” 

Witness afterwards asked him why he had 
hit Michael McMahon. The accused replied : 
“Now you have it; that’s the point I’m 
wondering myself since. 

The accused man had no questions to 
ask, and he was remanded to Ennis District 
Court on 16th inst.

“ At present, in order to exclude out 
students, they have cut off scholarships from

for them is to make it impossible for the 
Catholic students to hold these scholarships, 
and make them tenable in a university te 
which the Catholic students will not go.

Miss England II., Lord Wakefield’s speed 
boat, in which Mr. Kaye Don is to make an 
attempt upon the world’s od record for 
water craft, will arrive on Tuesday next om 
Lough Neagh, where the trials are to be held. 

A boat house on the estate of Lord Mas- 
sereen¢, in which the Miss Fig will 
be stored, has been prepared, and the neces- 
sary slipway has been finished. A second 
slipway is being prepared on the south side 
of the lough. 

When the Miss England II. arrives in Bel- 
fast from the Rolls-Royce works a special 
waggon will be required to take her to the 
scene of the trials at Antrim. The vehicle, 
which is about 21 feet long and 8 feet broad, 
will have no fewer than 24 rubber tyres on 
‘ts six wheels, and it will be drawn by a 
tractor. 

The Miss England II is equipped with two 
engines of a similar type to those used by the 
successful British ‘plane: in the Schneider 
Trophy race last year. Each engine is of 
4.000 horse-power, and if weather conditions 
permit it is expected that, during the trials 
sneeds of three figures will be attained, and 
it is not improbable that the present record 
may be surpassed. | 

Mr. Kaye Don is to make a serions attempt 
npon the world’s speed record at Buenos 
Aires in March, during the visit of the 
Prince of Wales to the exhibition which is 
to be held in that city.

Recent archwological discoveries, almost 
without exception, have tended to confirm 
the accuracy of the Biblical narrative.

The story that tells of the 
writing on the wall tells also how Cyrus, 
the ‘first Aryan conqueror, consol.Jated 
the Persian power by the capture of 
Babylon, and how he achieved his object 
only by the diversion of the Euphrates. 
The ‘‘ Book of Daniel ” speaks of all these 
but hitherto 
historians. have failed to reconcile the 
claims of Belshazzar and Nabonidus to 
have been the last King of Sabstaa. 
Latterly, however, in the face of cuneiform 
discoveries, all of which have tended to 
confirm the historical characte? of the 
chapter, it has been held that, while the 
ageing Nabonidus fled to Borsippa, his 
son Belshazzar reigned in the threatened 
capital.

Lord Athlone and Canada. 


The suggestion that Lord Athlone may 
become the next Governor-General of 

Canada, while regarded here with 
scepticism, is not altogether unreasonable ; 
for he was appointed to the post in 1914, 
but did not take it up owing to the War. 
Lord Athlone and his wife, Princess Alice, 
now are on their way home from South 
Africa, and are expected to reach London 
some time this month. Their persona! 
property, which includes many fine sport. 
ing trophies, already has arrived, and ne 
fewer than five wagons were required te 
transport it to London from Southampton. 
Much of this baggage has been conveyed tc 
Kensington Palace, where in a suite o! 
rooms the Earl and the Princess will make 
their permanent home. The rooms. have 
been painted and decorated, and contain 
much of the old furniture and pictures, 
formerly belonging to the mother of the 
Princess, the late | er le of Albany. Lord 
Clarendon, the new Governor-General of 
South Africa, left Waterloo Station this 
morning for Cape Town. 


The Education Bill. 


The Minister ot Education has been 
engaged actively during the parliamentary 
recess in efforts to facilitate the passing of 
his education measure, which will ensure 
that children remain at school until they 
reach the age of fifteen. It is said, how- 
ever, that he has failed completely to 
placate the opposition to the bill on i 
part of the Roman Catholic members of 
the Labour Party, a body likely to receive 
the support of several English Churchmen 
in the struggle to save Church schools. 


M. Briand’s Scheme. 


M. Briand will preside over the Com- 
mittee to consider his plan for a European 
economic union which meets at Geneva 
next week, when the attendance will in- 
clude fifteen foreign Ministers, among 
whom will be seven who are members of 
the League Council that meets at Geneva 
a few days later. The Committee will have 
before it a memorandum, compiled by the 
Secretariat of the League, dealing with 
a variety of questions, to enable it io 
study the programme of the proposed 
economic union. The number of subjects 
covered may be taken as an indication of 
the complexity of the — Con- 
‘tinental ‘politicians are discussing other 
obstacles, such as the position of the 
British Dominions in connection with a 
United States of Europe, and think that 
little progress is possible until Russia can 
be included in the scheme. 


The Maharajah of Aiwear. 


The Maharajah of Alwar, who has been 
one of the outstanding figures of the India 
Round Table Conference, intends to give 
a dinner and reception to his English 
friends on January 19th, the day before 
he leaves London on his return to India. 
The occasion will be of a ceremonial 
nature, and the host and members of his 
large staff will wear their most beautiful 
native costumes, while among the guests 
will be the Prime Minister, the Lord 
Chancellor and the Foreign Secretary. 
The Maharajah, who is a great lover of 
England oe of English things, has de- 
cided that the proceedings shall be entirely 
English, especially in relation to the meal. 
The Maharajah claims that he loves even 
the English weather, though he excepts 
the fog. While he expected to find 
England much colder than it is, he points 
out that in his native country at this time 
of year it is much colder than here at 
night. 


The Nobel Prize for India. 


In India the award of the Nobel Prize 
for Physics to Professo. Sir C. V. Raman 
is regarded as a well-deserved tribute to 
a distinguished scientist. He is the first 
Indian upon whom this honour has been 
conferred. In the days of his youth there 
was no scientific career open to a young 
Indian, and the Finance Department of 
the Government claimed ten years of his 
life until Sir Ashutosh Mukherjee gave 
him the opportunity for which he had 
long waited by offering him the Palit Pro- 
fessorship of ” Physics in the University 
College of Science, Calcutta. Since then 
he has gone from success to success, and 
his research work has we him many 
honours and distinctions, which are 
crowned now by the Nobel Prize. The 
value of his work in th field of the theory 
of. musical instruments, in molecular 
physics, physical and meteorological 
optics, X-rays and magnetism is recog- 
nised throughout the world. He has been 
Honorary Secretary of the Indian Associa- 
tion for the cultivation of science in 
Calcutta since 1919. He went to Toronto 
pir ene in 1924, as British Association 
Lecturer, and presided over the Indian 
Science Congress in 1928. In the same 
year he was created a Knicht ard was 
awarded the Honorary Ph.D. of 
Freiburg University in 1929 and LL.D. of 
Glasgow University in 1930.
